A GUIDE TO POLITE USAGE FOR SOCIAL FUNCTIONS AND DINING ROOM 


ETIQUETTE FOR LADIES AND GENTLEVEN 


TABLE DETAILS ALL GiOULD KNOW. 


From the entrance into the dining room to the unfolding of 
the napkin. Approach your own seat slowly but surely. Do 
not dive for the salted nuts and olives before you are seated. 
Take napkin in right hand and deftly rest it across your knees. 
Do not tuck under chin as the idea of protection associated 
with the bib has disappeared. This also explains why it is not 
to be spread out like a blanket. 


Your spoon should be noiseless. It is not a musical 
instrument. Your fork should not be employed spade fashion 
except in emergencies. Remember also, that forks should 
not be used to mash food, hot or cold, on a plate, nor used 
as batons or pointers to emphasize some remark; that the 
click of castenets should not be suggested by their prongs 
striking the teeth. Do not use it as qa "pusher" to pursue 
food on a plate. Forks are always laid "prongs up" . 

The knife never, or almost never,carries food to the mouth. 
fo avoid accident, the knife should always be held in a firm 
grasp. French fried potatoes and Saratoga chips should not 
be eaten with the fingers. When grapes, dried dates, and 
raisins are eaten, pits or seeds must never be spit out into 
a plate. This rule for pits and seeds applies equally as 
well to terrapin and fish bones, which may be removed one 

at a time from the mouth by thumb and first finger, except 
for those fortunate enough to be double-jointed, in which 
case the same method of handling can be used as when eating 
a juicy peach or pear, a Napolean or cream puff without 
dripping. The most comfortable way to eat asparagus is to 
grasp the large or woody end and bite off the edible part 
with a short quick snap, taking care not to squeeze or 

hold your hand so that the juice will trickle down your arm. 
Corn on the cob requires special instructions which will be 
mailed to you, in plain wrapper upon receipt of 10 cents. 


Soup must never be blown upon when too hot to take 
into the mouth. Don't finger or play with the letters in 
alphabet soup. You are no more entitleé to drain a glass of 
water at a gulp than to try toe compress a plateful of food 
in one mouthful. A tasty sauce or dressing is a condiment, 
not a food and does not justify the use of an improvised 
bread sponge to convey it to the mouth. When nuts are 
served, remember that the table is the natural boundary of 
the shell fragments. The finger bowl is not a wash basin. 
Do not confuse the two. Gloves and hats are not to be worn 
at the table. 
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Eat with an eye to the general progress of the dinner. 
For instance, do not be finishing off your cup custard, 
with your hostess still tucking away the filet of sole with 
tartar sauce. There is no harm in stealing a glance ata 
neighbor to see how she manages some intriguing cheese or 
fruit new to your experience and profiting by her knovledge. 
Never hear a crash of dishes behind the pantry door. It is 
considered ill-bred to draw your favorite pipe from your 
pocket, fill it and start to suck on it at a formal dinner. 
Let your conscience be your guide as to three or more helpings. 


At a formal dinner, the hostess expects the food to be 
eaten and not thrown. If you have to obey that impulse, good 
preeding requirés that you use sponge cakes, jelly rolls, 
cream puffs, individual strawberry shortcakes, eclairs (chocolate, 
vanilla or coffee) and other similar soft juicy foods and not 
hard dangerous foods such as shellaced buns, olives, lump 
sugar, apples, pears or peaches. (We knew a fellow once who 
had his eye put out that way) 


Modulate your conversation. Raucous guffaws or gutterel grunts 
are out of place at the dinner table. The unduly raised voice 
and the whisper represent the two improper extremes. 


If a lady falls under the table, rise and yank her to 
her feet. Don't stand there and just snicker. Eat your Ile ttuce 
quietly, with the one-two lingual movement, don't flop the 
leaves around like a girl with the Saint Vitus dance serving 
jello. 


sin case you drop food on the floor, keep cool, and when 
everybody is looking the other way, nonchalantly shove it 
under the table, or better still, beneath the edge of the rug. 


When eating dry crackers, keep air going in general 
direction of epiglottis. Sudden exhalation means a miniature 
snow storm, which, while picturesque, is not enjoyed by 
the average diner.

To our speakers of the evening, to the distinguished guests 
who honor us with their presence, to this large gathering of 
Republican ladies and gentlemen who have come here from all pwrts 
of the Commonwealth, to those of our Democratic friends who are 
here for one reason or another, to all these .nd to everyone 
present tonight, the Middlesex Club, sixty-six years young, ex-= 
tends a cordial greeting. 

We welcome especially those who have become members since 
our last dinner. We extend the hand of fellowship to the 
"Rejuvenators", and to the members of the larger Republican 
organizations of the state, the presidents of all of which are 
at the head table tonight. 

Well, the barrage is aver} The smoke of battle has cleared 
away and all good Republicans can now, with safety, come out of 
the dug-outs and the trenches. We can proceed to hold the official 
post-mortem on the November tragedy. It was a great fight while 
it lasted and in it 16 million of us (Republicans in sunshine or 
storm) stood loyally by President Hoover, but unfortunately 21 
million others marched to the ballot box, and regardless of the 
possibilities of the grass growing in the streets, voted for 
Governor Roosevelt, while 80 million others were either too 
indifferent, too lazy or too young to take part in election. 
Three months have passed and this occasion is opportune for 


retrospection, introspection, and speculation. 
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The old Middlesex Club still stands four-square (maybe a 
little shell-shocked, a little weather-beaten) but nevertheless 
four-square. We shall continue to whack at things in our usual 
spectacular manner and to take our customary long steps in the 
right direction. We shall continue to look back with pride 
and to view with alarm. We are a sympathetic organization. 

Our sympathy goes out to Tom White in his plight. He would like 
to resign as Internal Revenue Collector but there are so many 
Democratic applicants for his job that he can*tt get out of his 
building. We sympathize with those Congressmen who find it hard 
to realize that the taxpayers are no longer able to support the 
Government in the style to which it has been accustomed. 

We are sorry for the forgotten min now that the election 
is over. In the opinion of the Judges, the Forgottenest Man 
for 1933 is Mister Gann, with Lewis H. Pounds a close second. 

We view with equanimity the imminent departure of the 
last Lame Duck Congress. In the opinion of thosequalified to 
judge, no other session in the memory of man ever contained 
such a magnificent collectiom of crippled drakes. 

While it is perfectly proper to be sympathetic and con- 
siderate, we should not be unduly down-hearted. In the rush 
and turmoil of the present day, it will do us good to contemplate 
the remarkable advances we have made in the years that have 
gone before. Let us not forget that back in 1890 the aggregate 
cost of Federal, State, and local government for one year was 


855 million, whereas in the last fiscal year, the Federal govern- 
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ment alone collected 4 billion 220 million, and not only spent 

it all, but ended up with a deficit roughly estimated at 2 billion, 
123 million. Back in 1800 the Federal government had 54 employees. 
Think of the strides we have made. Today the Post office depart- 
ment alone has 316,000 on the payroll. 

Again in 1800, when the seat of government was lifted from 
Philadelphia and placed on the mud banks of the Potomac, it re-~ 
quired seven large boxes and five small ones to transport its 
books and records. Last year, the government expended 20 million 
for leaflets and pamphlets alone. But I think you will agree with 
me that the money was well spent, The well-informed know, of 
course, that the Department of Agriculture requires an 81 page 
booklet merely to list its available publications. These handy 
compendiums are paid for out of money raised by Congress under 
the Constitutional pvower to collect taxes for the "common defence” 
and' general welfare", In the line of "General Welfare" or 
perhaps of "Common Defence", the Department has pamphlets on 
"The Love Adventures of an American Bullfrog," "Where Sheets 
Wear Out," Reindeer Recipes,* "Lamb as You Like It," " The 
Self-Help Bib,” "Bringing Up Bobby," "Principles of Window 
Curtaining," "Scorecards for Judging Clothes," "Telephone Book 
Trouble,” “How to Make a Cat Trap," "Honey and Its Uses in 
the Home," "Our Migrant Shorebirds in South America", "The 
Habits and Raononte Importance of Alligators," and "Canal Boat 
Children." These are all actual booklets printed at govern- 
ment expense, This is the sort of thing that restores one 's 
faith in America. There are only 353 canal boat children in 
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the land, but thére is a 21 wee pamphlet on how to care for 
them. Do you need any further evidence as to the progress we 
are making? Yes, but when do we tum the corner? Some heckler 
asks. Well, With the basic underlying eenditions as they are, 
and with the Democrats taking over Washington in less than four 
weeks, it is a little early to sound a high optimistic note 

on this problem. 

It is none too early to turn our attention to the State

The en- 
dowment funds of the Society and its in- 
vestments in real estate have now reached 
a total of $542,658.67. 

Naturally associated with houses of our 
ancestors are their furnishings —the fur- 
niture, household decorations and utensils 
used in bygone days, the clothing worn at 
various periods, the tools used in the trades 
—1in fact, everything needed to preserve a 
complete record of the life of our fore- 
fathers. ‘he Society already has installed 
in its Headquarters building interesting 
and comprehensive exhibits which fill ten 
rooms. It has purchased two buildings in 
the rear of its Headquarters, which have 
been remodelled for museum purposes and 
contain the beginnings of a New England 
Museum to be of the same general scope 
as the great regional folk museums in Eu- 
rope. In the library of the Society is pre- 
served a collection of photographs and 
engraved views of New England buildings 
and antiquities numbering over 150,000 ex- 
amples. It also possesses measured draw- 
ings of many buildings erected during the 
17th, 18th and roth centuries.

HE burning of the German Reichstag eleven 

years ago was the first master-stroke of 
Hitler’s strategy of terror. It enabled the Nazi 
leader to conquer Germany in Blitzkrieg-fashion. 
(Later, with similar frauds practised on a wider 
scale, he conquered Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
and almost the whole of Europe.) 

On January 30, 1933, the aristocrats, mili- 
tarists and certain industrialists of Germany 
elevated the demagogue and onetime informer 
to the Chancellorship in order to estrange the 

a= democratic Weimar Republic. Their idea was to 
FRANZ HOELLERING = rule through him an authoritarian state which 
was to respect and protect their privileges. 
Hitler’s first cabinet included only three Nazis. He had readily accepted these 
limited powers because his party was on the verge of moral and financial 
bankruptcy, and because he did not intend for one single moment to keep the 
bargain he had struck with his backers. He was bent on making himself 
the omnipotent dictator of the Third Reich, quickly and “legally” (legality 
being one of his tricks ever since his Beer-hall Putsch had failed so misera- 
bly in 1923). 

As Chancellor he started by dissolving the Reichstag, in which he had 
no majority. He ordered an election for March the fifth. It soon became 
apparent that in spite of his manipulating the election machinery ruth- 
lessly in his favor he would not receive a majority at the polls; not a simple 
majority and certainly not the two-thirds majority that could grant him 
dictatorial powers. Therefore he decided to strike, and to roast many birds 
in one fire. He burned the Reichstag, charged the Communists with the 
crime, outlawed them, all but suppressed the Social Democrats and all other 
democratic parties, and, most important, began to establish the great myth 
of his being the savior of Germany and Europe from chaos. 

The Storm Troopers made it technically difficult and mortally dangerous 
to vote against the Nazis on March the fifth, yet the German people gave 
them no majority. The Nazis received but 44% of the popular vote. Only 
by refu_ing to seat the constitutionally elected Communist deputies—eighty- 
one in number—and by arresting others, did Hitler create for himself a sure, 
if fraudulent, majority in the new Reichstag. 

To make this fraud possible had been the primary object of the Reichstag 
fire; another, had been to stun his partners. ‘The conservatives, by covering 
up his crime, had become his moral prisoners. They and everyone in Germany 
soon learned that! the Nazi terror was not reserved for Communists, Jews 
and Democrats. In the course of the next three months Hitler suppressed 
all political parties except his own—which in July he proclaimed as the only 
Party of the Third Reich. 

The Reichstag fire had worked against a world which had been deceived 
into believing that Hitler had saved Germany and Europe—a complacent 
world which for years to come refused to see that Hitler was setting it on 
fire from end to end.

On April 18 the body of the dirigible 
as located, and the U.S.S. “ Falcon,” as our photograph shows, raised with grappling irons a 
large section of the starboard side and bottom of the ‘‘ Akron’s” control-car. No bodies were 

brought to the surface with the salved wreckage.

Cheapened Money 

Inflationists would meet this dif- 
ficulty by raising prices with cheap- 
ened money. _ 

Suppose dollars were for sale in 
the stores and could be purchased 
with the sample of all commodities || 
described above. In 1929 the mer- 
chant asked one sample for one dol- 
lar; today he asks two samples for 
one dollar, 

It costs about twice as much to 
buy a dollar. Money is expensive 
to buy. Inflationists would make it 
cheap. 

In general they would Sieh this 
about either by actually increasing 
the amount of all money in the coun- 
try, or by devaluating the dollar by 
reducing its gold content, 

The first plan makes money cheap 
by increasing the amount of it. 

If the merchant above had a large 
supply of dollars he would sell them 
cheaper. If the whole Nation had 
more dollars it would.willingly pay 
more of them for the sample: of 
more of them for the sample of 
commodities, ) 


Reducing the Gold 


The. second plan would reduce the 

gold content of the dollar. If the 
gold content were cut in half, the 
gold would go twice as far in back- 
ing the currency, and would, the 
plan’s proponents hold, have a lift- 
ing effect on commodity ‘prices. 
. Many economists and financial 
observers believe’ a process of in- 
flation started some time ago when 
the Government attempted to hasten 
the reopening of banks, and planned 
the easing of mortgages, among 
other things. 

These plans, they say, would bring. 
money in closed banks back into’ yi 
use, and would increase the liquid- AY fet } ia 
ity of frozen funds in mortgages. ;

During his 26 years of attending the 
Derby MR. READ has seen some nota- 
ble races but none, perhaps, quite so 
spine-tingling as the finish of the 1933 
race (see front cover). That copy- 
righted picture, jealously guarded prop- 
erty of The Courier-Journal of Louis- 
ville, shows Broker’s Tip (on right) 
and Head Play battling for the Derby 
laurel and purse just a jump or so 
from the finish line of the mile and a 
quarter race for 3-year olds. Broker’s 
Tip won by a nose, giving Kentucky’s 
own Colonel E. R. Bradley, its owner, 
his fourth Derby winner and his sec- 
ond victory in a row for the classic. 
The Colonel, from his Idle Hour Farm 
near Lexington, had his first winner 
in 1921 with Behave Yourself, his sec- 
ond in 1926 with Bubbling Over and his 
third in 1932 with Burgoo King—the 
“B” initial being a dead give-away.

In addition to the battle between the 
thoroughbreds the picture reveals 
some jockey tactics, with Don Meade 
up on Broker’s Tip and Herb Fisher on 
Head Play. The latter claimed a foul, 
which was not allowed. It was Broker’s 
Tip’s first victory in a race, making 
him the second maiden to win the 
Derby, and he covered the distance in 
2 minutes 6 and 4-5ths seconds, just 5 
seconds off the record for the classic 
set by Twenty Grand in 1931.
